To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Holywell  Rural  District  Council. 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
1 lolywell  Division  of  the  Holywell  District  for  the  year  ending 
December  31st,  1925. 

The  Area  of  the  District  is  33,350  acres. 

Population — 17,450. 

'riie  number  of  Inhabited  Houses — 3,757. 

Rateable  \Alue  .^87,004. 

Sum  represented  by  a Id.  Rate — ^302/10/4. 

The  following  Statistics  furnish  details  of  the  Births,  and 
also  of  the  Deaths  which  have  occurred  during  the  year. 

The  Births  number  300  (175  boys  and  185  girls),  giving 
a Birth  Rate  of  20.6  per  1,000  of  population,  that  for  the  whole 
of  England  and  Wales  is  18.3  per  1,000,  calculated  on  a 
population  estimated  to  the  middle  of  1925. 

The  Deaths  number  284  (males  150,  females  134),  show- 
ing 10.27  per  1,000  compared  with  14.2  per  1,000  for  the 
previous  year.  The  Death  Rate  for  the  who'e  of  England 
and  Wales  is  12.2  for  the  same  period. 
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Deaths  of  Infants  under  one  year  number  25,  none  of 
which  were  illegitimate,  being  69.4  per  1,000  Births.  During 
the  same  period  Infant  deaths  for  the  whole  of  England  and 
Wales  were  75  per  1,000  births.

The  incidence  of  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  is  2.46  per 
1,000  of  population. 

The  need  of  an  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  has  long 
been  felt,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  negotiations  now  in 
progress  with  the  Authorities  of  the  Hawarden  Infectious 
Diseases  Hospital  will  materialize  in  a scheme  satisfactory 
to  this  District. 

Tl^BERCULOSIS. 

The  number  of  new  cases  notified  during  the  year  is  4.S, 
being  8 more  than  in  the  previous  year.  A total  of  215 
cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  on  the  Register  at  the  close  of 
1925.  The  deaths  from  this  cause  number  24,  the  tc)t:il  deaths 
frf)m  all  causes  number  284.  The  proportion  therefor — 1 in 
1 2 approximately.

HOSPITAL  AND  NURSING  ARRANGEMENTS. 

These  remain  the  same  as  last  year. 

HOUSING. 

I am  pleased  to  say  that  the  erection  of  much  needed 
houses  in  the  several  parts  of  the  District  is  now  assuming 
a tangible  form.  In  Bagillt  50  houses  are  now  in  course  of 
erection  by  the  Bettisfield  Colliery  Co.,  under  financial  assis- 
tance by  the  Council.  The  erection  of  a further  300  houses 
is  proposed  for  this  area,  and  negotiations  are  now  pending 
for  the  acquisition  of  the  mineral  rights  which  are  deemed 
to  be  necessary  before  building  can  actually  begin. 


FEYNNONGROEW. 


In  this  area  Contracts  have  been  let  for  3G  houses,  and 
che  work  is  now  being  commenced. 


G RON  ANT. 

Land  has  recently  been  acquired  for  the  erection  of  20 
houses  in  this  area,  where  they  are  urgently  needed. 

NEWMARKET  AND  GWAENYSGOR. 

If)  houses  are  proposed  for  each  of  these  Villages. 

.SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 

'I'he  situation  remains  the  same  as  last  year. 

WATER  SUPPLIES. 

The  Water  Supplies  of  the  District  have  been  w(  11 
maintained  throughout  the  year.  The  main  service  pipes  at 
Caerwys  previously  reported  as  being  encrusted  have  been 
thoroughly  cleaned  out  and  the  supply  is  now  plentiful. 

LLANASA  WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  Council’s  original  .scheme,  I am  informed,  cannot 
be  proceeded  with  on  the  .score  of  cost,  and  there  is  a sug- 
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gestion  before  the  Council  of  considering  some  scheme  of 
supplying  the  whole  of  the  dry  upland  Parishes  of  the 
District. 

TREVOR  WATER  SUPPEY. 

I am  pleased  to  be  informed  that  the  Council  is  pro- 
ceeding forthwith  to  provide  an  adequate  supply  of  whole- 
some water  for  this  locality. 

SCAVENGING. 

The  .Scavenging  of  the  District  is  proceeding  satisfac- 
torily. In  the  Mostyn  area,  steps  to  begin  a regular  system 
of  scavenging  are  almost  complete. 

DRAINAGE. 

The  Drainage  conditions  of  the  District  remain  the  same 
as  last  year.  A Joint  Committee  of  the  local  Authorities 
concerned  in  the  opening  and  development  of  the  Rivar  Dee 
has  b<?€^n  formed  to  consider  the  best  means  of  rendering  the 
River  navigable.  The  deepening  of  the  River  bed  would 
provide  a natural  drainage  for  the  lower  areas,  particularly 
Bagillt. 

DAIRIES  AND  COWSHEDS. 

Steps  are  gradually  being  taken  to  carry  out  the  require- 
ments of  the  Order. 

EACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS. 

No  change  from  last  year,  except  that  the  older  places 
are  being  closed  down  and  replaced  by  more  modern 
premises  elsewhere. 

PURLIC  HEALTH  STAFF. 

d'he  Public  Health  Staff  of  the  Holywell  Division  con- 
sists of  mvself,  as  yDart  time  M.O.H.,  and  a full-time  Sanitary 
Inspector,  who  has  given  me  valuable  assistance  throughout 
the  vear.

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During  the  year  there  were  148  Births  registered,  8G 
males  and  62  females. 

Legitimate — 83  males,  59  females. 

Illegitimate — 3 males,  3 females, 

making  a general  Birth  Rate  of  17.13  per  1,000  per  annum 
of  the  population,  and  18.3  for  England  and  Wales. 

137  Births  were  notified  during  the  year,  78  males  and 
59  females,  making  a Notifiable  Birth  Rate  of  15.85  per  1,000 
showing  1.28  per  cent,  not  notified. 

10  Infants  died  under  one  year  of  age,  5 males  and  5 
femules  (1  female  illegitimate),  making  an  Infant  Mortality 
of  66.56  per  1,000  Births  registered,  that  for  England  and 
Wales  being  75. 

123  Deaths  were  registered,  61  males  and  62  females, 
making  a general  Death  Rate  of  14.22  per  1,000  per  annum, 
that  for  England  and  Wales  being  12.2. 

57  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  were  notified  in  the  six 
Parishes,  viz  : — 


making  a Zymotic  Rate  of  6.59,  against  10.35  for  the  pre- 
ceding year. 

/ 
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2 cases  of  Diphtheria  and  2 cases  of  Pneumonia  proved 
fatal,  making  a Zymotic  Death  Rate  of  .46,  against  1.04  for 
the  preceding  year. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

9 cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  notified  during  the  year, 
6 Respiratory  and  3 other  forms,  4 of  which  proved  fatal. 

One  case  has  received  Sanatorium  benefit.  All  contacts 
have  been  kept  under  observation,  and  advised  to  appear  for 
Medical  examination  by  the  Tuberculosis  Physician.  There 
still  remains  the  difficulty  with  regard  to  the  disposal  of  these 
cases;  after  their  discharge  from  Hospital — generallv  speak- 
ing they  return  to  homes  overcrowded  and  badly  ventilated. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

Nerquis  Water  supply  is  completed,  350  persons  are 
stipplied,  also  the  Elementary  School. 

The  Inspection  Shaft  in  connection  with  the  water  supplv 
for  Ilalkyn  \’illage  has  been  rebuilt,  and  the  work  of  clearing 
the  debris  from  the  tunnel  is  now  in  hand.  The  Well  at 
Pantybuarth  has  been  provided  with  a pump,  as  suggested 
bv  II.  M.  Engineer. 

All  Wells  in  the  district  are  periodically  inspected  and 
cleaned  out,  and  the  supplv  is  on  the  whole  satisfactory  with 
one  exception,  viz  : Gwernaffield  Well,  which  has  before  been 
reported  upon.  This  Well  is  only  used  when  there  is  a 
shortage  of  a piped  supply. 

The  Water  supply  to  Northop  Village  remains  as  before 
renortcd  upon,  the  Council  are  still  waiting  for  the  consent 
of  the  Holywell  L^rban  Council  to  tap  their  main. 

SEWERAGE. 

A new  disposal  plant  has  been  constructed  at  Leeswood, 
which  receives  the  drainage  of  30  houses.  All  sewers  a^-e 
periodically  examined  and  all  defects  receive  immediate  at- 
tention. As  before  pointed  out  in  former  Annual  Reports, 
a scheme  of  Sewerage  is  urgently  required  at  Gwernaffield. 


SCAVENGING. 


A system  of  scavenging  has  been  adopted  for  Northop 
Hall,  Northop,  Soughton,  Leeswood  and  Pontblyddyn ; in 
these  areas,  most  of  the  privy  accommodation  has  been  con- 
verted into  the  pail  system,  and  house  refuse  stored  in  bins 
and  boxes.  I should  strongly  recommend  that  a similar 
scheme  be  adopted  for  Mynydd  Issa,  where  building  oper- 
ations are  rapidly  increasing. 

DAIRIES  AND  COWSHEDS. 

There  are  85  on  the  Register,  which  are  periodically 
inspected  by  your  Sanitary  Inspector.  In  general  the  Cow- 
sheds of  the  district  are  structurallv  unsatisfactory,  as  pointed 
out  in  several  Annual  and  Special  Reports. 

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 

During  the  year  your  Inspector,  Mr.  R.  D.  Jones,  made 
a systematic  and  exhaustive  survey  of  each  Slaughter  House 
in  the  district,  and  submitted  a report  to  your  Council,  and 
according  to  that  report,  most  of  these  are  structurally  de- 
fective, and  do  not  comply  with  the  Slaughter  Houses  Order. 

As  regards  Meat  Inspection,  I understand  that  your 
Council  have  not  yet  considered  this  matter.  I beg  to  refer 
your  Council  to  remarks  made  in  my  last  Annual  Report, 
as  to  the  appointment  of  an  Inspector  to  take  over  the  duties 
of  Dairy  and  Meat  Inspection,  it  is  an  utter  impossibility  for 
your  Sanitary  Inspector  to  carry  out  all  these  duties  in  such 
a scattered  area. 

HOUSING. 

I am  glad  to  report  that  your  Council  are  now  carrying 
out  extensive  building  operations  within  the  Mold  Division 
oi  your  district.  Building  is  well  in  hand  at  Rhydymwyn 
co-nd  Gwernvmynvdd.  Contracts  have  also  been  let  for 
houses  at  Mvnydd  Issa,  Northop,  .Soughton  and  Halkyn, 

.Schemes  are  also  under  consideration  for  Northop  Hall 
and  Leesw,ood,  where  houses  are  urgently  required.

HOSPITALS. 

At  present  there  is  no  Isolation  Hospital,  but  I am 
pleased  to  understand  that  your  Council  and  neighbouring 
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Authorities  are  arranging  a scheme  whereby  the  Hawarden 
Isolation  Hospital  may  be  enlarged  for  the  reception  of  cases 
from  this  and  adjoining  districts. 

POLLUTION  OF  STREAMS  AND  DITCHES. 

Complaints  are  still  being  received  from  the  Pcdeswood 
area  with  regard  to  the  pollution  of  streams,  caused  by  crude 
sewerage  from  the  Buckley  Urban  District,  as  pointed  out 
in  my  Annual  Reports  for  1923  and  1924. 

EACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS. 

There  are  48  on  the  Register,  which  are  periodical! v 
inspected,  and  on  the  whole  are  found  to  be  satisfactory  with 
regard  to  ventilation,  air  space,  lighting  and  cleftnliness. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  STATE. 

This  consists  of  Medical  Officer  of  Henlth,  (who  is  not  in 
general  practice),  and  Mr.  R.  D.  Jones,  Sanit^rv  Insocct^r 
and  Building  Surveyor,  whom  I have  to  thank  for  his  valu- 
able assistance  and  co-operation.  He  devotes  the  whole  of 
his  time  to  Sanitary  service.  I am  pleased  to  say  that  the 
provision  of  a Health  Office  in  IMold  has  facilitated  the  carry- 
ing out  of  Sanitary  work  in  this  district.
